Sunday, June 9th, is the joint FRC/PVRC meeting at Wayne (KY3N) and 
Leanora (KA3RMG) Kline, RR1 Box 589, Alburtis west of Allentown, PA. 


From Baltimore take I-95 North through DE into PA and Exit onto I-476 
North. Take I-476 to the end and enter the PA Turnpike. Stay to your left 
out of ticket booths and take the Northeast extension turnpike (PA 9) 
toward Allentown/Lansdale. 


Take the 2nd exit off Rt 9 (Quakertown Rt 663) and bear right after toll 
booths onto Rt 663 South. Go to 2nd stop light at intersection of Rt 663 
& Rt 29 (downtown Pennsburg) turn RIGHT. Travel on Rt 29 North three 
lights to intersection Rt 29 and Rt 

100. Turn LEFT onto Rt 100 South and travel 1.8 mi Rt 100 South. Turn 
Right onto Huffs Church Rd. (There is a large blue bill board on your 
left saying "BENFEILD INSURANCE" and an arrow pointing to your right.) Go 
4.8 mi on Huffs Church Rd, Turn LEFT 

on to Bitting Rd. (Bitting Rd is the 2nd left after you pass Huffs 
Church. )

MINUTES OF THE PVRC REGULAR MEETING 5/13/96 VIENNA, VA by Brian 
McGinness, 
WA3WJD, Secretar 


The meeting was called to order at 7:30 PM by Rich, KE3Q. Members and 
guests were introduced. Guests tonight were Ron Sebol W3HXO, Mike Rioux 
NW1J/V31RN, and Ed Rose W3IMH/HSOZAN. Members present were: WB2BZR,

A draft club roster was produced by K3DI from the club's database, and 
distributed at the meeting. The final version will be mailed out with the 
newsletter. Next year, we hope to merge the roster into the reunion 
issue. 


Rich, KE3Q, presented the certificate for top club single-op to KF3P for 
phone, and KT3Y for CW from the 1995 ARRL sweepstakes. N3RR re-ceived the 
top MDC certificate for their multi-op effort. 


Tyler, KF3P, reported that the northwest region voted to recommend that 
the club sponsor a WRTC trophy. Ed, K3IXD, moved that the club sponsor a 
trophy for any reg-ion was still available. A lengthy discussion followed 
where it 

was agreed that the club would donate $100 to the WRTC sponsors instead of 
sponsoring a specific trophy. Ed agreed to amend his motion, and it was 
seconded by W3LPL. The motion passed. 


Another discussion followed about what plaques the club currently sponsors 
in the various contests. 


A motion was made by Tyler, KF3P, to sponsor the Roanoake and Atlantic 
division plaques for sweepstakes phone and CW. The motion was seconded by 
N3RR, for a total expenditure of $200. The motion passed. 


A presentation was given by Brian, WA3WJD, and Tyler, KF3P, on antenna 
modelling software. Brian showed an example of phasing two inverted-L's 
on 160 meters, modelling the array using Elnec, and using ON4UN's software 
to design a correct matching system using the Christman (cables) method. 
Antenna current and sampling probes were also passed around to show some 
of the equipment needed to measure the performance of an array. 


Tyler presented several examples of yagi modelling and optimization using 
K6STI's software, AO and YO. Tyler showed several examples of optimizing 
yagis on the computer, and how you can specify certain design parameters 
to favor while optimizing. He showed an example of how the two meter 
vertical yagi in use at K3MQH was designed and optimized. 


The meeting was adjourned at 9 PM, when we were kicked out of the library!
